So that hee pꝛo⸗ 
ueth, that without pꝛeaching there can be 
ozdinarily no faith, and conlequentlie na 
ſaluation:foꝛ by faith are wee ſaued with⸗ 
out deedes. Pere we lee how greatly wee 
are baunde vnto God fox the preaching of 
the Goſpell, ſeeing that thereby wee re⸗ 
ceiueChyiſte, of whom as from the koun⸗ 
taine, we receiue that heauenly matterof” 
life, we receiue him as of whome all wee 
which are his members recetne nouriſhe- 
ment, as without whom wee are like the 
dead bowe of a tree, which is good fo2 no⸗ 
thing but to bee caſt in the fire, fo that J 
ſapd, hauing the Goſpell as God be than⸗ 
ked we haue, the long continuance therok 
God graunt, with fruite thereby, by vs re⸗ 
reaped to eternall life, wee map boldly ſay 
with the Apoſtle, Behollle nom is the accep- 
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 Uheras he ſaith ye haue receiuedChzif, 


we mult not think that he meaneth Chꝛiſt 
vodelp, oz really, but by faith, which they 
hold in him by the pꝛeaching of the goſpel, 
as appeareth by theſe wozdes, ſince wee 
bearde of poux faith in Chziſt Jeſus, and 
pour loue towardes all (aintes. i.chap. of 
this Epiſtle, and 4.ve rle, where thapoſtle 
ſaith, we gize 2 s unto God the father of 
our Lord Ieſus Chriſt, ſiuce we 154 of your 
faith in Chriſt: So * vnto faith he attri⸗ 
buteth the thing it ſelfe, namely to receiue 
Chziff,fo2 by faith we lay holde on him ſo, 
that hauing faich in Chꝛiſt Jeſus , wee 
haue recetuedhim , foz without Chziſt, 
there is no faith to be laued by, But onelp 
a baine imagination oz fooliſh opinion, he 
vſeth a figure called Neominia, foʒ where 
be ſaith, wee haue receiued Chziſt Jeſus, 

bis meaning is, we haue receiued the gol- 
pel, where by Chaiſt raigneth amongſt vs, 
as when wee receiue the lawes ok the 


 Pzince,we are ſaid to receiue the Pꝛince, 


as vnto whom we do ſubmitte our ſelues, 
ſo that wee haue receined Choiſt Jeſus, if 
that wee haue receaued his Goſpell . It 
then there bee any which haue not with

which it ought to be had in, as a number 
ol ſuch there bee, which doe not eſteeme.

Seeing that the Apoſtle in this place re- 
cited, calleth the Goſpell,as himſelfe,ſays 
ing. As ye haue therfore receiued Chriſt Ie- 
ſus the Lord, meaning in deed the goſpel of 
*F Chniſte as it ſhall bee ſhewed m92e mani⸗ 

| feſtlie, koꝛ although thele wozdes theme» 
ſelues, bee as it were a caueat vnto theſe 
people, vnto whome the Apoſtle wziteth, 
and ſo vnto vs, that they and wee ſhoulde 
not be perlwaded by falle Teachers, who 
woulde haue mingled Moſes with Chziff, 
the Lawe with the Goſpell, ſo it is a 
ſingular commendation of the Doctrine 
whiche thep had recetued at their Ptnt- 
Leers mouthes: as allo a great pꝛaile of 
their happie cffate, by meanes of their 
0p pꝛompe and readpe mindes to receiue it, 
as that whereby they were in full poſs 
ſeſſion of Chꝛiſt, 6 here alſo, let vs marke 
with great diligence, the argument that 
the Apoſtle frameth very learnedly, and 
ſcrongly to exhozt them to continue and 
goe fozward in the lame doctrine, and in 
ſuch wile as they had bene taught: As pe 
therekoze haue receaued. This is the con- 
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cluſion,by the which he pꝛoueth: chat they 
had receaued the Golpell in mof perlite 
ozper in the fozmer wozds, being witten 
in the fift verſe, and are thele: Fer though 
(ſapth p) Apoſile / be abſent in the fleſh, ) yet 
am I with you in the Spirite reieycing and be- 
holding Your order (that was the manner of 
their eccleſia9icall Diſcipline) and your 
ſfedfaſt faith in Chziſt, he pzooueth pet, 
firſt by Epaphras the pzeacher , who, had

mreceaued the truth, foz to what ende did 
bes receiue i but co walke in it. Put 
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they had receaued it, therefoze they muſk 
put it in that pꝛactiſe, and frame it to the 
right end, which is to liue accoꝛding vnto 
p lame, koꝛotherwile it was to no end they 
Had receiued it, it ſhould rather be to their 
hurt then to any pzofice vnto them. Any 
a very p2ofitable leſſon ought this to be to 
vs at this day, whole ſtate aud condicion 
is all one with theſe of Colloſſia, vnto 
whom Paule wzpteth, foz who ſeeth not 5; 
it may beſaid of vs, that we haue receiued 
Chziſt Jeſus the Lozd, in p we haue recei⸗ 
ued p Goſpell, but to walke in it, to frame 
our lines conuerſations vnto it, we had 
neede of a great manie Paules, to exhozt 
vs, to moue vs, to conuince vs, by reaſon 
that we haue receiued Chziſte, and ſo by 
that meanes to dꝛawe vs, will we, nil we, 
to liue accoꝛding vnto it:foꝛ being aſſured 
ok the receiuing and poſſeſſing of it, wee 
are too ſottiſh, we are too blinde and ſenſe 
lee, if we will not bee ſtirred to pꝛactiſe 
the ſame in our liues and conuerlations, 
tonſidering that the Loꝛde beſfoweth not 
his giktes, and eſpeciallp the Goſpell, on 
vs to treade it vnder our feete, and ſurely 
the Goſpell was neuer mote freely pꝛea⸗ 


hed then at this dai, the knowledge of u 
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great number, the Lozve bee p2aiſev bes 
ry ripe , but as touching life and conuer- 
ſation verpe loole , Mo voubte there is 8 
ſome great puniſhement prepared fo; Deut. 30. 
thoſe that are diſobedient to Cods wozde 15. 30. 
are ſubiect to many curſes , the Jſrae- lea. : 
lites foz diſobaying the wozve of God; * 
muſt wee looke foz further, wee reade 
in the thirteene of Luke, of bim that 
had planted a figge-tree in his vineyary, 
and came thzee peares to linde kruite of 
it, but Havve none, and therefo2e ſaith 
hee cutte it vowne., by this wee ſee 
the dauncerous effate wee are in, that 
haue ſfande in the Loves vine-yarde , 
lo many thzee peares, and pet bzinge 
fozth no fruites of the Goſpell , wee 
mult looke to bee cutte powne . And 
no doubte of it, as that puniſhement of

*hing 0 eGolpellbyo our godly miniſters, Revela;3 F 
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_ -andtheatninges of- his Judgementes , 
and the very iudgementes of God execu⸗ 
ted amongſt vs, beſides continuall chzeats 
ninges from heauen aboue ,and on the 
the earth belowe , in all this time hath 
this figge tree, beene laboured by the 
Loves labozers to bee fruitful{, it hath 
bene lopped, digged about, new earth laid 
3 about it. aud pet re mapneth barren and ſo

7.1 
the Angells, the reaſon being added, bee⸗ 
caule he ſhould laue the people from their 
ſinnes, and therefoze hee had this name 
giuenhim, Jelus, a Sauionr, x who would 
not bee mooued to obaye him, that to re⸗ 
deeme him, hath ſhedde his owne bloude: 1. Peter. 2. 
as the Apoſtle Peter ſaith, which on him⸗ 24. 
ſelfe bare our ſinnes vpon the tree, by 
whoſe ffripes wee are healed, who is it ſo 
hard harted, that will not willingly walke 
in him that hath wꝛoughe theſe great bes 
| nefites fo2 him, he which knewe no ſinne, 
became ſinne foz vs, that wee might bee 
made the childzen of God, who hath ſatiſ⸗ 
fied bis fathers wzath , hath put out the 
bandwziting that was againſt vs, ann 
faſtened ic to his Croſſe, that of the bo! 
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of heanen, ſaintes, yea, euen fellow heires 
with him of the kingdome of God: who is 
it now, but ought by naming of this woꝛd 
Jeſus, is ſtraight way bzought in minde 
of this great benefite, which hee iniopeth 
by Chꝛiſt Jeſus , by which name and by 
none other is ſaluation geue to mankind, 
ſo that not walking in him wee crucifie 
the lonne of God a kreſhe, wee make his 
death and paſſion ſo farre of from puri⸗ 
kying of vs, that it rather increaſeth our 
damnation, the Lozd byddeth vs by the 


whads of exho2 tation of the Apoſtle vpon 


our alleageance, to obape him and walke 
in him, in that hee calleth him the Low, 
wee learne if he bee the Loꝛd of the whole 
earth, then wee vpon earth ought to ſerue 
him, ik wee bee his ſeruauntes, wee will 
ſhewe it by our dutifull leruice, what ſer- 
uaunt is it that will not obaye his maſter, 
Let not the diligence of the Centurians 
ſeruauntes, condemne vs of negligence 
c diſobedieuce. Foz comming vnto Chꝛiſt 
deſiring that hee would heale his ſeruant, 
when Jeſus tolde him, hee woulde come 
and heale him, hee ſaide Maſter J am not 
woꝛthye thou ſhouldeſt come vnder my 
Boſe: but vm the _ onely and he 
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thalbee healed, lo he ſaid, I mp ſelfe am 
a maſter in aucthoꝛitie, and J ſay to this 
man goe, and hee goeth, and to an other 
doe this and hee doth it, all this J haue 
repeated to this ende, to heare that ſeeing 
Chꝛiſt Jeſus is our Lozde , wee ought td 
obay him: as the Centurians ſeruauntes 
were ready at their maſters commaunde: 
to doe that was iniopned them. The Cen⸗ 
turian himſeife in that hee calleth him 
maſter, acknowledged the luperiozitie of 
our Sauiour Chziſt, as alſo his owne 
ſubiection. The tenne Leapers which 
crped to Chꝛiſt to bee clenſed, ſaide Jeſus, 
maſter haue mercy vpon vs, acknowled- 
ging like wile their obedience vnto him, 
as the ſerusunt to his maſter, and there- 
loꝛe hee being our Loꝛde, wee are to ſerue 
him, wee are allo to obaye him, ik other⸗ 
wiſe,” wee ſhall ſhe we our ſelues rebelles 
againſt him that is moſt mighty, and moſt 
vnthankefult, to him that is moſt benefi- 
ciall, yea in giuing his lawe , hee vſeth 
the ſame woꝛde Lowe, to challenge vnto 
himkelke as his right, and our duety, our 
obedience, J am(ſaith he) thy Loꝛd God, 
and in an other place, by the Pꝛophet, 
Malachie , if I bee the _ TR is 
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my leare, ſo that hee will haue vs knows 
ledge our obedience as wee bee bounde. 
Not enery one that ſauthh Chriſt that calleth 
Lord, Lord , ſhall enter into the ke Eg dome of 
heauen. (But he that ſheweth his obedience ) 
by doing the will of the father which 1s in 
heauen, lo that the bare name, little auap⸗ 
lech vs, but mee muſt peelde that, which 
the name (ſeruaunt, oz chziſtian / doth ex⸗ 
bozte vs vnto, and doch require ok vs, 
The fooliſh virgines came when the gate 
was ſhut, crying, Lozd, Lozd, but hee an⸗ 
ſwered and (aide, verely J know pou not, 
And tberetoze ſapth our Sauiour, vnto 
the Jewes, that vaunted chemſelues to 
bee the Sonnes of Abrabam, ther doe 
workes of Abraham. So if wer acknow⸗ 
ledge Chziſt to bee our Lozde, and pet 
withholde our obedience, wee declare our 
ſelues to bee none ot his ſeruauntes; but 
ſuch as counterkeyte the name of Chziſti⸗ 
ans, being not obedient vnto Chnſt, and 
there foze as the Apoſtle ſaith, A. we haue 
receaued Chriſt Ieſus the Lorde , ſo let vs 
acknowledge our obedience, in walking 
in his lawes and ſkatutes, if not, as mo- 
ted by the rare expectation ofthe Apoſtle, 
etc at * Kasem dean of our duty, con⸗ 
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ſidering the obedience wee owe vnto his 
deuine mateſtie, by p ſoueraignty he hath 
ouer vs, by reaſon of that equalitie hee 
bath with the father , and the power the 
father hath giuẽ him in heauen and earth. 
At ye haue therefore receiued ( briſt Teſus 
the Lord, ſo walke in him, cc, By theſe 
wozdes appeareth that, heretofoze J no⸗ 
ted vnco pot, namely, that whereas hee 

 ſatth, theſe of Colloſſia had receined 
Chaiff Jeſus the Lozd, (ſpeaking figuras 
tiuelp) as is opened befoze , fo2 that hee 
ſaith;ſo walke in him, hee continueth in 
his figuratine manner of ſpeache: as at 
the firſt , calling the doctrine of Chziſt, 
Chꝛiſt him ſelf, Comparing it vnto away 
wherein wee goe, which voth manifeſtly 
declare he meaneth the doctrine wherein 
they had bene inſtructed: And here, where 
bee biddeth them walke in the lame, hee 
doth ſufficiently confirme the doctrine,as 
that which is moſt ſonnde , and contrarp 
to that which others went about to ſeduce 
them withall, fo2 if they ought to walke 
as they had beene taught ok Epaphrah 
their teacher, then were they ſufficiently 
infozmed by him, that the Ceremoniall 
lawe of Moſes was paſt, and that the li⸗ 
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bertie of the Goſpell was come in fozc e. 

euen Chziſt Jeſus the Lozde, that hav 
freed them from the law, and that as tou⸗ 
ching Ceremoniall obſeruations,of dates 
and times, and other ſuch like ſhavowes, 
they were not to be ſcrupulous in any ſuch 
thing, what-ſoeuer theſe vaine ianglers 
deliuered, the falſe Apoſtles, to ſeduce 
the , they had the body which was Chzift, 
the fulfilling of the lawe: ſo many as be» 
leeued , which lo karre exceeded all the 
ſhadowes, and Ceremonies, as the bodie 
the ſhadowe, and as the light the darke- 
nes: thus the Apoſtle armeth the Colloſ- 
{tans , againſt the wily and-craftie per 
Cwaſions of ſuche as vrged the obſeruati- 
ons, and o2dinaunces of the lawe ſtill as 
though they had beene neceſſarpe _nowe, 
after the comming of Chziſte . A large 
| Aoaint'the fielde is here laide open againſt the Pa- 
Papiſtes. piſtes, and a notable place fog it, foz all 
what ſoeuerto ffop their mouths withall: 

whe they would haue vsreceine their vn⸗ 
1 wzitten verities, as to beleeue there is a 
' Purgatory third place, which they call Purgatozie, 
contuted. wherein theſoules of men after their de- 
i parture this life, muſt bee a number of 
Fart, burger as * {ay:as alſo againſt᷑ 
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their Auricular confeſſion , their payers 
fo2 the dead, Free-will, Saints, and J* 
mages : Is alſo their ſeuen Dacraments, 
their owne bloudy ſacrifices,fo2 the quick 
and the dead, their Tranlubſtantiation, 
ſingle- life of Miniſters, with a nomber 
of ſuche vaine and ſuperſtitious topes, too 
fooliſh fo2 childꝛen to talke of, which they 
with all their power and fozce, by fire 
and kagotte ſeeke ts vpholve, and main- 
taine: all theſe J ſap, are not woꝛthp ſpea⸗ 
king ok, no not to dzeame vpon them, 


much leſſe to beleene them as neceſſarie 


to laluation, ſeeing wee haue not recei⸗ 
ted them from God, but by the inuention 
of Antichzilt, that heatheniſh Pharao of 
Rome, Seeing as the Apoſtle ſaith here, 
As pee haue receaued Chriſt the Lorde ſo 
walke in him: what ſoeuer I commaund 
thee ſaith God, that, one ly (halt thou doe. 
Thou ſhalt put nothing thereto, noz take 
ouccht therefrom, thou ſhalt bowe neither 
to the right hande , noz to the left. Any 
therefoze mans deuices in Gods matters 
muſt giue place, in other matters, let the 
adde what they liſt, onelp touching reli⸗ 
gion: the woꝛſhippe of God, none are to 


meddle no further, chen they haue expꝛeſſe 
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wartant out of Gods wozde. But if the 
Papites, and many other newe vpſtarte 
ſectes and Schilmes, woulde either re⸗ 
gary Gods woꝛzd, 02 the auncient fathers 
where they grounde themſelues vpon the 
Scriptures, they woulde bee afraide to 
change, alter, oz teache any other thing 
then the Loꝛos inffitution and ozdinance, 
that he himſelfe hath appointed and done- 


But they regarde neither ©criptures;noz | 
Doctours;if they bee againſt them; who 


ſo euer 2 againſt this filthineſſe of 
the Pone , 
They be gopPalmes giuers, hut let them 
goe with iers to God fu their ch» 
uerſion, oꝛ els their confuſton that vphold 
a falſe Church foʒ a true Church, oz ſeeke 


by their owne fantaſticall toyes, to weer : 


the vnitie of the true Church. 


Mee haue here ©. Paules countelt i in 


ſuche matters: namelye , to walls as wee 
haue receaued Chriſt leſus the Lorde , not 
to wopſhippe him with the doctrines and 
- teachinges of men, the holye ghoſt hath 
pheere let vs a glaſle, whereby we map ſee 
-- how to addꝛeſſe our ſelues, and wherby he 
will bee ſeene ok vs, namely, his wozde

tures : for in them yee thinke to haue 
#ternall life , And they are ihey which 


teſt iſie of mee. And againe, / ame 
the wiye the truth and the I fe, there loze 


dayes of our life. An other pꝛoſitable leſs 
wee all are here to learne, in that wee 


what ſoeucr we ſee in our ſelues, which is 
contrary to the ſame doctrine; wee are by 
t hy co-cnoſider whoſe Schollers we are, 
what maiſter we ſerue, and ſo learne as 


commaundeth. Dea, and wee ouccht ſo to 
behaue our ſelues, that the truth of Gods 
woꝛde ought to bee as a walle vnto vs,. ta 
keepe and pꝛeſerue vs from all contagion 
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of che ſpirite, which the apoſtle willeth vs 
to take hold of, to ſlay our enemy the Des 
uill withall, who ts euer in waite to ens 
counter with vs. Diuers examples might 
heere be brought in, whereby the Lozve 
moouech vs to cleanenes of life, as when 
he ſaith in Leuiticus. Ee yee holy for 1 am 
holy. We map reade in the 17. of Gene- 
. fits, how god commaunded Abraham, to 
walke befoze him and be vpꝛight, as if he 
ſhould haue layed, without Hipocriſie, e⸗ 
uen as though thou wert daily conuerſanc 
with me, alſo in the fifth of Mathew, dur 
Dautour Chyilt ſayth: Tec ſhall be perfect, 
at your heanenly father is perfect. And this 
apoſtle in thefourth tothe Ephefians:Res 
pꝛooueth the coꝛruption of them, and ex⸗ 
hoꝛteth to newnes of life, hee repeateth 
ſome ok their faultes, wherewith they 
were ſfapned, but ſayth hee, yee haue not 
ſo learned Thyiffe, verye agreeable to the 
woꝛd vled bythe apoſtle heere, whereas 
bee ſapth. At yee haue receined Chriſte the 
Lord, ſo walls. Meaning as in that place 
ofthe Epheſians: As ye haus learned Chriſt 
ſo wake in him. Dur (auiour Chꝛiſt inthe 
x3. of lohn, hach theſe worden. T ug gr. 
uem you an e 22 that yon ſhould dos, extent 5 1 
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ſions where withall thep were allaulted 
of the falſe Apoſtles, here we lee allo how 
fill to confirme them in the truth recea⸗ 
ued, hee neuer leaueth them to their own 
wiſedome: But fill bzingeth them to 
ground their faith, vpon the wozd of God, 
as that, whereunto to cleaue: Therein the 
Apoſtle ſaith they doe well, wee haue then 
bere to learne that it is not ſuffictent, fs2 
vs to receiue the Golpell , to receiue 
Chziſt (che woꝛde oz glad tidinges of our 
ſaluation, yea ſaluation it ſelfe to ſo many 
as doe by faith imbꝛace the ſame.) But e- 
uery one ought to haue ſuche a full, and 
true knotoledge ot him, as if any ſhoulde 
goe about to perſwade the contrarp, wee 
muſt ſtand vnreuocable, hauing our con- 
- Nantnes ſurely rooted in Chziſt. Anum- 
ber of people wee lee, that if a man des 
maunde of them, what faith is, what it is 
to ſerue God arigbt, what ſay they, what 
doe ye aſke me ſuche a queſtion, it pertai⸗ 
neth to miniſters and Pꝛeachers, and 


I tan lay the Lozdes pꝛayer, the belie fe, 
and ſo fo2th , and J hope to bee ſaued by 
Chziſt: what a woe is this, that men ann 
A women of all * and e in ſo went 
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multitudes at this dap, in ſo long time of 
the continuance of the Goſpell , ſhould be 


thus blockiſhe, and ſo farre from thee, the 


true vnderſtanding of their ſaluation in 
Jeſus Chziſt, as tothinke bare wozdes 
will goe fo} p2ayper in the dape of ac⸗ 
competes . But this is not to be rooted, 
this is not to bee built and ſtabliſhed in 
Ch1ift, it is to be feared that ſuch are ves 
ry eaſie to bee ſeduced by falſe doctrine, 
where hath the kault beene, and not pet a⸗ 


mended - MNamelp, the planting in the 


Church ſuch dumbe miniſters, as are not 
rooted in Chʒiſt themſelues, and theres 
foze very vnable to ground other into that 
body whereof they themlelues are not. 
The Lode graunt refozmation herein, 
that the bloud of many thouſandes be not 
required at the hands of thoſe, who ſhouly 
redꝛeſſe this greeuous offence to God, and 
bis Church. Euery ſtate and condition of 
people ought ſo ts haue p2ofited in this 
long and peaceable time, ot the pꝛeaching 


of the golpell, not by one Epaphras, but 


many: As wee might all haue beene able 


* to render a reaſon out of Gods -wozd , of 


our kaith, foʒ the Apoſtle required of thoſe 


Collosſians, this fruit of che receauing of | 
| | Chiilt - 
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Chaiff the Lozd, and of their being rootev 
and built in him, euen a ſhewing fozth of 
the ſame in all their ſeuerall actions, ſap- 
ing: What ſocuer ye ſhall doe, in worde or 
deede, doe all in the name of the Lorde Jeſaa, 

giuing thankes to God euen the father by him 
ce. But wee cannot doe auy thing to the 
glozp of God, but directed by his wozde, 
whereby wee haue that perlwaſion, that 
it is to Gods glozyp,fo2 what ſoeuer is not 
of faith is ſinne, and here are a number of 
fooliſh people condemned, and ſpectallp 
the Papiſtes , who being perlwaded to 
this o2 that, O (lay they) it goeth againſt 
mp conſcience, when as (indeede) they 
know not what conlcience is, who might 
be truely laid, to be ot no conſcience at all, 
as they themſelues, pꝛoue ag ainſt them⸗ 
fclues: Foꝛ a number there be will extoll 
the Papiſtes foz-men of good conſcience. - 
Dowe good: their actions hath chewed, 
that without remo2ce hath ſhed the bloud 
of all fates and degrees of men: as olde 
men, and olde women, pounge men, and 
poung women, the blinde, the lame, the 
verp infant in the mothers wombe, any 
but of the ſame . What vnnaturall ſub- 


2 in England you of late dates, p2e* 
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tended by many treaſons,ſoucht the bloud 

ok their moſt louing mother, and gracious 
Queene, to the ſuppꝛeſſing ofthe Goſpell, 

the vtter Ruine ofthis common wealth of 
England, as, to haue deliuered to [wozde 

anv ftre, and many deathes moe, their ka⸗ 

thers, mothers, bzethzen, and ſiſters, 

their owne wiues childzen. Who canne 

truely ſap, theſe men haue good conſcien⸗ 

ces , a good conſcience is to haue a good 
knowledge, and a good knowledge, is to 

bee gathered out of that is good, which is 

the woꝛde of God, foz thoſe that haue not | 

the woꝛd ol God as a groundwozke, vnto 

all their doings, it is no conſcience. but a 

vaine imagination, howe ſoeuer they liſt 

to vaunt and bꝛagge ok it, fo2 it is not i⸗ 

nough to thinke we doe well, but we mul 

bee aſſured that wee doe well, by aps 

Vat. 47. Poouing dur doinges by the wozde of 
4 God, fo) our ſauiour reſiſting Sathans 
Act. 23 5, temptations, ſhewed hee ought ſo to doe, 
Exod. 22. 27. in ſaping it is wʒitten Paul. rep2oned him 
Act. 23.0. ſelfe by the woꝛde of God, when they had 
Erod. 23. 27. called the Ruler of the people, a painten 
wall , ſaying, it is wzitten, thou ſhale 
not curle the Ruler of the people. And this 
is s it, to 10 rootedin Chriſt , to bee able ta 
 warraat . 
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ther pollicte, that if God had not pꝛeuen-

warrant our doinges by the rule ok the 
woꝛde, and to checke our ſelues by the 
lame woꝛd when wee doe euill, and thus 
to be able to render areaſon out of Gods 
wozde, why wee doe this: oz why wee 
doe that, why we leaue this, and why we 
leaue that vndone: all this is wanting in 
the Papiſts: and in the vulger ſozts, that 
commende their conſciences , therefoze 
they be all void of a good conſcience , and 
therefoze men of cozrupt mindes, voide of 
all the perfice knowledge of God, and 
therefoze, the very (ame that Paule ſpea⸗ 
keth of, That ſbould be in the laſt daics with- 
out naturall affetlion , truce-breakers , falſe 
accuſers, intemperate, fierce , no lowers at all 
of them that are good, trayterous, high min- 


ded , louers of pleaſures more then the lowers 


of Goa: As this is a ſpeciall note to pꝛoue 
vs to bee in the laſt daies, ſo, an notable 
Caueat foꝛ all Magiſtrates to beware of, 
too to much truſting the truce of Papiſfs, 
ſeeing Gods ſpirite ſaith: They ſpall make 


o conſcience to breakit. See what a iudg⸗ 


ment of God, hath iuffly beene ſhewed 
vnto ſuch as bath ioyned in affinitie with 
Papiſtes, ſome foz ritches, ſome fo? o⸗ 
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ted it, their affinitie woulde haue pꝛoued 
wonꝛſe, then the wickednes of the gentiles, 
God giue repentant hartes to luche as by 
matching with them, hath imboldened 
them to thele bloudy pꝛactiles, that vn⸗ 
der the cloake ofno ſuſpicion, hath ſought 
the deſtruction of many, and all this is 
come to paſſe fo2 that this counlell here 
giuen by the mouth of the Apoſtle hath 
not beene followed of vs, Haring receiued 
Chriſt Icſus the Lord e. Rooted and built 
in him, hee till continueth the exhozting 
them to bee vnmouable, and uit in him, 
and ſtabliſhed inthe faith, &. Thus per⸗ 
ſwading them to reſt in Chꝛiſt, & where 
hee ſaith, hey muſt be built, the Apoſtle, 
ſeeineth to make relation to that place of 
the Corrinth. where it is ſaide, A bei- 
ter foundation c in no man laye, then that 
which is laide alreadie which is ¶ briſt Teſas, 
and this foundation (aith Paule himſelfe, 
that lybe a wiſe builder he had laide the foun- 
_ dation, Nowe,to the ende that theſe Coll. 
might not be intiled oꝛ deceaued with the 
falſe Apoſtles, Philoſophicall ſpeculati- 
ons, and vaine Diſputations, as hee wil- 
lech them, To walke in ¶ hriſt, to be rooted 
in ¶ hriſt, ſo hee willech them to bilde in 
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that is: to be ſo furniſhed ,4 inffructed in 
his doctrine, that they might bee able to 
ſtand ſteadie, oꝛ ſtoutly in the Loꝛds truth 
againſt all the blaſts and Nozmes of their 
enemtes , and here wee are tolearne, all 
that are effectually Chziſtians, chat the 
meanes to auoide all faile doctrine, and to 
keepe our ſelues free from all infection of 
the ſame, as from all ſuperſtition and J⸗ 
dolarry, is to be built vpon Chziſt, hee 1s 
that Nocke vpon whom whoſoever buil⸗ 
deth, (hall ſtande vnremouable, as our 


Dauiour Chzit ſaith , where he compa ⸗ Nach 7. 


reth the hearers and doers of his wozde, 

vnto a man which built his houſe vpon a 

Rocke, and the Raine fell, and the flouds 
came, and the windes blewe and beate 

vpon that houle and it fell not, foz it was 

grounded vpon a Nocke, and this Nocke 
no doubt of it was Chʒiſt, which all which 
are true builders muſt build vpon, we lee 
therfoze here how the Apoſfle,compareth 
the doctrine of the Goſpell vnto thzee 
things, firſt vnto a way which he erpzeſ- 
ſeth in the wozde Walke, and therefote if 
they would be without daungers of erro2 
oz deceiving, wee are to cleaue vnto the 


- doctrine of Thzilf, which as thoſe of Col-

ſiæ, ſo we are alteadie poſſeſſed of, ſeconds 
Ip hee compareth it vnto a tree: when hee 
wiileth vs to bee rooted therein, foz as 
the tree being deepely rooted, is luffici⸗ 
ently ſtrengthened and ſtaped againſt all 
foꝛce of winde and weather, though it 
ſeeme ot body very weake, ſo whoſoeuer 
is thzoughly faſtned, and rooted in Chu, 
is not vy any ſubtilnes of Sathan, oz his 
eluſions able to be bought from the good 
and vertuous kinde of life , wherein he is 
already rooted, though to the wozlve hee 
leeme in power very weake , experience 
ts giuen vs in the notable examples, of 
Iohn Wickliefe, Martine Luther, Iohn 
OEcolampadius, and Hu!derickeZuin: 
glius, weake men ot perion and power, 
hauing mighty Emperours, and powers 
againſt them, with Popes and their Hi⸗ 
nagogues of Pzie!tes , their Cloiſters of 
Friers, thundzing out great and mighty 
wozdes, pet theſe bzittel earthen veſſels; 
being root ed, and built in Chziſt, could 
not bee caſt vowne krom their pꝛofeſſion 
that they hadde receiued, and koz further 
p2oofe of Gods goovnes, towards ſuch as 
was rooted. and built, and eſtabliſhed in 


| che faith. The notable +1000 nere 
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by (that man of God) Tohn Foxe, doth 
manifeſt vnto vs, to the furthering of vs 
into the ſame thing, and to comfozt and 
firengthen vs in the like triall, if it pleale 
God to accept of vs, Ne are content mas 
nye of vs to giue that booke aplace tolie 
in our houſe, and ſometime to reade theres 
in fo pleaſure ſake, but howe little wee 
p2ofice therein to be rooted, and built in 
the faith of ſuch as ſuffered, fo2 that they 
were eſtabliſhed in the faith, our too too 
much waltering in ſinne and wickedneſſe

therefs2e cannot bee (aide to haue built 
ſoundely vpon Chziſt, but thozough 
inconſtancpe and weakeneſſe, as it 
were ,hauing a wauering faith not ſure 
ly grounded on the Scriptures of God 
in Chziſt, ſo that we ſee that reſting vpon 
Chzif,and his woꝛd we haue aſure path⸗ 
wap to walke in, without all daunger of 
going aſtrap, which is no {mall commen⸗ 
dation of faith, fo2 the effectes of it kur- 
thermoze we lee that we mull ſo pꝛolit and 
goe fo; warde in Gods woꝛde, vntill ſuche 
time as wee haue taken roote in it, vntill 
we finde our ſelues turned and chaunged 
into it. And that all thoſe Papiſtes:, and 
who ſoeuer, which walke not in Chiiff, 
which are not rosted in hun, and which 
are not built in him, they cannot chule but 
wander and goe aſfray, into blinde wayes 
and pathes of their owne inuentions, ac⸗ 
coping to the kooliſhe imaginations of 
their owne bꝛaines, alwapes vnquiet, and 
alwayes wandzing out ofthe wap, as it is 
ſufficiently to be ſeene in all the voings of 
Popiſhe deuinitie, ſuche wauering, ſuche 
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as it woulde pitty any faithfull Chiffian 
to ſee ſuch ſilly ſoules , to be ſo miſerably 
toſt and turmoilde, and can neuer ſtay, noʒ 
agree in one, graunting ſuch abſurdities, 
that boyes of fiue oz ſire peares ok age, 
will be aſhamed to make ſuch fooliſhe and 
dunſticall teaſons, oz to belecue ſuch appa⸗ 
rant vntruthes, vut it is ttue that the Apo⸗ 
Ule ſaith in the ſeconde to the Theſſalont- 
ans,2.chapt, That God ſendeth them ſtrong 
deluſions that they ſhowld belreue tyes, that all 
they may bee damned which beleene not the 
truth, but haue pleaſure in unrighteonſnes. 
Aud ſtabliſhed in the faith as ye haue beene 
taught, 
. . © Theſe wozdes are nothing,but an expo. 
- ficion ok the other, fo2 the which befoze he 
vleth ze figur attue maner of ſpeache as 
hathcheene befoze opened, exhozting them 
to walle, to be built, and rooted in Chriſt, as 
they had receiued him, (ghee ſheweth what 
be doth meane, namely: ro be eſtabliſped in 
the faith, as they had beexe taught. Dnelp 
this much Jadde, that whereas hee ſaith 
befoze, ac they had receiued Chniſt the Lord, 
and here, As they had beene taught, the 
cauſe oſtheſe ſpeaches was - foz that the

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- , Chiiſfas well as the true Apoſtles, to de⸗ 


this S. Paule doth greatly .commende in 


lude and deceaue the Colloſſians, withall 
the Apoſtle helpeth that their ſubtill pꝛac⸗ 
tiles with two defences, irik, in that hee 
biddeth them, Continue and walke in Chriſt 
the Lord, as they had receiued him, a perfect 
and ſufficient obſoluer of the lawe and the 
Ceremonies thereof, and they knewe full 
well how they had already, Receiued Chriff 
the Lord, and ſo he biddeth them Continue. 
Secondlp, Ai they had beene taught, aps 
pꝛouing the doctrine of Epaphras, their 
miniſter fo2 ſuche a perfite voctrine, that 
they needed not giue eare vnto any other 
whatſoeuer, although they ſhewe neuer lo 
faire ſhewes and coullours, and ſceme to 
peelde neuer ſo ſtrong reaſons , if that in 
any point it were contxary to that which 
they had already receiued, oz had beene 
taught, and ſo not to be moned therefrom, 
But to increale c abound in that they had 
receiued and hard, and to grow ripe therin 
to pꝛoſite therby daply moze and moze, 
There bꝛieflye wee haue this to learne, 
that it is not ſufficient foz vs to beginne 
well, but we muff continue, wee mult al⸗ 
wapes learne in the ſchoole of Chziff, and

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the 1. Epiſtle to the Corinth. 1. 5. verſee. 
I thanks my God alwaies (ſaith he) on your 1.Cor.1, 
behalfe , for the grace of God which is giuen 
you in Jeſus Chriſt, that in all thinges yee are 
made riche in him, in all kind of ſpeach, & in 
all knowledge, as the teſt imony of 1 eſus Chriſ 
bath beene confirmed in you: alſo inthe ſtrſt 
chapt. to theſe Colloil,s 10,verſe he p2aps 
eth fo the ſame thinges, where withall he 
would haue theſe Collosſians abounde, 
fo2 this cauſe wee alſo ſince the daye wee 
beard of it, ceaſe not to pꝛap foꝛ you, and 
to deſire that pee might bee filled with 
knowledge of his will, in all wifedome 
and ſpirituall vnderſtanding. That pee 
might walke wozehpe of the Lozve, any 
pleaſe him in all thinges being fruitful 
in all good wozkes, and increaſing in the 
knowledge of God, 

And therfoze let vs accoꝛding to the ex⸗ 
ho2tation of this godlye Apoſtle, ſo enve- 
uourour ſelues, euery one of vs, of what 
calling ſoeuer, that wee maye not onelye 
walke in Chit, but that wee maye haue 
our hearts, mouthes filled, w the know⸗ 

ledge of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, abounding therein 
With thankeſgining. 
Deere he bzingeth them in minde, from 
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whence fapth commeth,not of themſelues 
leaſt they ſhould bee puffed vp with pzyde, 
but rather that they ſtaye, and reſt them- 
ſelues in it, as the free gift of God, and 
that with fear and reuerence. If J ſhould 
heere diſcourte of ingratitudes, J might 
ſpend muche time, and make a great vo- 
lume,of our vnchankefulnes in England, 
koꝛ the venefice of the goſpel, and innume⸗ 
rable benefites temperall, beſtowed vpon 
vs this Engliſhe nation. Meere wee are 
admontſhed, not to bee vnthankekull vnto 
God fo} his benefices, ſeeing they are of 
bim, and not of our ſelues,fs2 he wozketh 
in vs, both the will, aud the deede, of his 
good - will to vs - all goodneſſe commeth 
from him x is to be receiued with thankl- 
giuing, yea, continually: yea not onelp, 
while we receiue a benefite,but alwapes, 
as the Pꝛophet Dauid ſapth: I will give 
thankes vnto thee without ceaſing, Ue are 
all ready tnough,to call fo; that we want, 
and hauing receiued, foz a time do thank 
God, and to ſerue him, as when wee are 
afflicted, either with euil weather, oꝛ ſick 
nefſe, oz preſent daungers of enemies, and 
then hauing our requeſt once graunted, 

we fo} the time are e en wh i 
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while, wee fo2get all the good receiuev, 
# ſo to be contiuually vnthankefull. The 
L o2de fozgiue vs our tozmer vnthankeful- 
nes, and nowe at the laſt, ſeeing his vn⸗ 
ſpeakeable loue towardes vs, in ſo mira⸗ 
culouſly pꝛeſeruing the Queene , and de- 
kending our land, from the purpoſed bloods 
die inuations of enemies at whome ; ene⸗ 
mies abꝛoade, and eſpecially fo the contt- 
nuaunce ok his goſpell, that we may con- 
tinuallp be thankefull vnto che Lozd our 
God, without ceaſing, euen all the dapes 
of our Iyfe,vefiring the Lozv, that of his 
infinite mercy, that he wil continue it and 
make vs to walke in it, to builde vppon it. 
to abound in the knowledge ofthe ſame. 
Whiche hee graunt vs, koz his Chziſtes 
ſake, no doubt of it, our vnthankefulveſſe 
is often times the cauſe why we are bere⸗ 
ued of p benefits which God vſeth to be⸗ 
ffow vpon vs his ſeruauntes, as it appea- 
reth in the firſt chapter ol the Pꝛophet E- 
ſay , Where the Loz2de repzooueth the 
Iewes fog their vnthankefulnes, 
Sith the Oxe knoweth his owner , and the 
Aſſe bis maiſters ſtable, but Iſraell hath not 


komme mee. Cc. 


Allo Ezechiel in the 1 6. chapter, rr 
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out in the pꝛeſence of Gov, the great bene⸗ 
fites that hee had done to leruſalem, after 
-Þrepetttio of the ſame, reckoneth vp what 
terrible plagties were o2dained fo2 them, 
fo2 their vnthankefulnes, The Lozd pꝛe⸗ 
ſerue his choſen Elizabeth, her Govlpe & 
wiſe Counſell , all thoſe ofthe Mobilitie 
that further and fauour the Goſpell in 
ſinceritie of hart dekende this Jland of 
Englanv,from all inuaſtons of bloudy e- 
nemics, giue alllubiectes obedient harts 
vnto her Maieſtie, and to thole by her ſet 
in aucthozitie, confound the Pope and all 

Papiſtes, andQ-Eragipzs by thepower 
of our Lozd Jeſus Chutif, The Lozd turn 
away all his w2ath from vs, and make vs 
now thankeful vnto him, koꝛ all his giftes - 
bleſſinges, c benefites,# eſpecially faz his 
goſpell. x giue vs obevience vntoy ſame, 
That as wee haue receined Chriſt Teſus the 
Lord, ſo we may walke in lum, rooted & bailt 
en him, and ſtabliſhed in the faith as wee haue 
bene taug ht, abounding therein with thanke 12 \ 

Living, which Cod graunt vs in mercy fo2 
Jeſus Chyiffs ſake, to whom w the father 
and the holy gyoff, bee all hono and glozp
